The 
cost of the school proposed is in 
line with „accreditation standards 
for a School to handle 750 pupils. 

Location of the new school was 
not pin-pointed by Supt. Fultton 
but possibilities point to a new 
Jocation immediately north of the 
new foot ball field on Larrimore 
Road. The road is to be rebuilt and 
will make an ideal location for 
such a splendid school facility. 

The school woulld relieve the 
Student congestion problem in the 
Canal Point-Pahokee area, the 
spokesman said. The present Pa- 
hokee elementary school is over- 
crowded, and is part of the com- 
plex of Pahokeé"senior higitr jute: 
high and elementary. It is not for 
the best in accreditation to have 
young students mixed with seniors 
as in the present situation, he said. 

The extra classroom space in 
Pahokee might also mean that 
fewer Pahokee children will: be 
‘sent to school in Canal Point. 
Plans to transfer about 80 pupils 
to `a previous all-white. Canal 
Point School have drawn the fire 
of many white residents.
